Nothing that has ever happened in 
the history of the world has raised 
such a controversy as did the resur- 


rection of Jesus Christ. We may 
divide humanity into three classes 
relative to this question. There al- 


ways has been and is even to this 
day a considerable number who- are 
of the firm conviction that Jesus 
Christ was dead and buried and the 
third day He arose from the dead. 
There are also not a few who are 
ready to ridicule the idea as a fable 
and scoff at any faith in it. Then, 
there is the greater number who have 
no conviction at all or at least noth- 
ing worthy of being called faith nor 
even a genuine doubt. Some of this

The power then that will convince a 
man of the resurrection is not the 
historical evidence but the power of 
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the Gospel that is able to convert his 
will and bring it into harmony with 
the will of God. 

We need not be surprised that there 
are some now who are indifferent and 
skeptical concerning the resurrection 
of Jesus, there were plenty of them 
even at that time. It is enlightening 
however to know who believed at that 
time and who. did not. We.find that 
his enemies did not believe’ and that 
his friends did believe that he was 
raised from the dead tho they did not 
understand the resurrection and were 
not expecting it. And so the preach- 
ing of Christ and Him crucified has 
always been to the Jews a stumbling 
block and to the Greeks foolishness, 
but life and salvation to all who be- 
lieve. 

The Jews represent a large class of 
people who are spiritually stubborn 
and who will not believe because they 
realize that it would necessitate a 
change in their life which they ars 
unwilling to have take place. And 
so, their hearts are hardened in un- 
belief in order that they may pursue 
their life of sin without the incon- 
venience of a too sensitive consciences 

The Greeks represent another large 
class of people who are. spiritually 
proud and who will not believe be- 
cause they will not humble themsely- 
es to accept in faith that which they 
cannot graps with their reason.
